SILVER VICTORY AT CHICAGO. 


The .relative strength of the frée 
coinage and gold standard factions in 
Chicago was shown yesterday at the 
meeting of the Cook Ceunty Democratic 
Central Committee to decide on the kind 
of primaries to, be held for electing dele- 
gates to the State convention at Peoria. 
The silver men polled 74 votes and the 
‘old men 47. As the members of the 
Central Committee were chosen from the 
various wards of the city and from the 
country towns during the pe#iod of hot- 
test contention in Chicago over the double 
and single standards, they are fairly 
representative of the sentiment of the 
constituencies that elected them on the 
currency question. 

Judge Moran’s proposition that the sin- 

gle standard men would pay all the ex- 
penses if the committee would order the 
primaries held under the Crawford law— 
a Republican measure framed in the in- 
terest of machine methods—was a brazen 
exhibition of the methods of the Illinois 
Shermanites and an insulting estimate 
of the morality they attribute to the ad- 
vocates of honest money. The scorn and 
contempt with which Judge McConnell 
and others hurled back the offer of the 
attorney of the Whisky Trust bondhold- 
ers and the overwhelming vote by which 
Moran’s proposition was rejected served 
motice on the Cleveland crowd of cor- 
poration lawyers and Federal officehold- 
ers that the honest Democrats of Chi- 
cago and Cook County can neither be 
tricked nor bribed out of the majority 
vote they will cast for free silver at the 
primaries. 
Outside of Cook County the free coin- 
age Democrats have Illinois safe al- 
ready.

FRAUDULENT BENEFIT SOCIETIES. 


The twenty-seventh annual report of 
the State Insurance Department shows 
that insurance in Missouri, both of life 
and property, is in a satisfactory condi- 
tion, except where it is most needed, 
namely, among the poor. 

The Superintendent of the Insurance 
Department calls attention to the fact 
that citizens of Missouri, chiefly poor 
people, are being swindled by organiza- 
tions pretending to be benevolent associa- 
tions, but whose promoters and managers 
“know not what the word benevolente 
means; whose purposes are as wiclous as 
those of a pirate; who have no assets 
nor legal responsibility, and who are 
preying upon innocence ‘and ignorance 
day by day and week by week, inflicting 
the cryeiest injury and damage upon 
Tnose of our citizens who are least able 
to bear it.” 

These cormorants, who-have for years 
been unmolested. take false and alluring 
titles, “proclaiming benevolence in their 
articles of association and breathing fra- 
ternalism in their declarations,” and— 
strange to say--—because of such false and 
deceiving articles of association and 
declarations, are exempt from the opera- 
tions of the statute providing for State 
license and control. 

As Supt. Waddill points out, the insur- 
ance law should be so amended that all 
associations having the element of in- 
Surance in their purpose and object 
should be- placed under the control of 
the State Government. There should be 
no exemption. Only proper investigation 
and licensing cam guard the people 
against this species of fraud, the victims 
of which are unable to defend themselves 
from those who prey upon them. 
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THE “NITRATE KING.” ~ 


The death in London Tuesday of Col. 
T. J. North, known as the “Nitrate 
King.“ one of England’s vulgar rich men 
who, like many of his kind that have 
come into vast fortunes through lucky 
‘investments, bought social tolerance 
among the English aristocracy by squan- 
dering thousands of dollars upon its im- 
pecunious members, is mentioned in the 
cablegram which announced his demise 
as a personal friend of the Prince of 
Wales. 

This so-called friendship cost North 
more than any single thing he ever 
bought, but it was not his chief claim to 
social distinction. The greatest achieve- 
ment in that line—it was little short of a 
stroke of genius—was when the Nitrate 
King secured as his chief personal rep- 
resentative at social functions, his in- 
structor in etiquette and poker, his 
coacher in the lore of the racing field,

Porterhouse Ochiltree, formerly of Texas. 

While a member of Col. North's house- 
hold staff Col. Ochiltree showed the 
millionaire how to spend money in the 
most lavish fashion, Col, Ochiltree at the 
same time displayed an utter absence of 
recklessness in the expenditure, by spend- 
ing @ generous share of it in the gratifi- 
cation of the cresset-topped Texan's 
esthetic tastes. re 

Many millionaires have died and worms 
have eaten them whose memories would 
have faded away in a day if they had not 
in their lifetime earned fame by hiring 
Col. Ochiltree to associate with them.

Busites Claim That They Did Ap- 
point Democrats. 


THE HEAD CENTER SERVED. 


He Declines to Talk, but His Attor- 
ney Evinces Hepe of 3 
Mild Character.

President Henry Bus of the School Board 
is engaged through School Board Attorney 
Charles B. Stark and Lawyer Franklin 
Ferriss in securing affidavits contradicting 
those filed by Lawyers Haughton and No- 
land in the Supreme Court last Monday. 
Bus proposes to show that the judges and 
clerks of election appointed as Democra‘s 
by the School Board are genuine Demo- 
crats. For this purpose an attempt is be- 
ing made to secure a sworn statement from 
each of them to that effect. 

Attorney Stark says about twe've out of 
the total of twenty-one alleged Democrats 
have made affidavits that they are Demo- 
crats. 

These affidavits are being guarded with 
jealous care. If possible, their number 
will be increased before next Tuesday, 
when the members of the board must show 
why they should not be punished for con- 
tempt of the Supreme Court, 

Just what it is hoped to accomplish by 


these affidavits is not clear to the attorneys 
who are pushing the contempt proceedings. 
They ‘hold that the unsupported affidavits 
of men who make them voiuntarily against 
the interest of the 1 they claim to rep- 
resent, will have little weight. Judge 
Gantt’s remark last Monday that equal 
representation could hardly be secured un- 
less each party had an equal number of 
judges and clerks at each polling place is 
also thought to preclude the defense that 
the alleged Democrats are actually such. 
Another circumstance that causes the at- 
torneys for Democratic candidate John P. 
Kelleher to doubt the efficacy of the affi- 
davits that are being secured is the fact 
that the board reappointed men whose ap- 
pointments they had been ordered to revoke.

The Rate Advanced by Leading Steam- 
ship Lines. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—The American 
(Cunard) North German Lloyd, Whive Star 
and Hamburg-American steamship lines 
have advanced the freight rates on gold 
to London 1-32 of 1 per cent, or from \% of

As even the 
smallest change in the freight rates neces- 
Sarily has its bearing upon me possible 
profit in the shipment of gold, the advance 
which has been ordered will have a ten- 
dency to hinder gold shipments. 

The Hamburg-American and the North 
German Lioyd Lines have advanced their 
rates for carrying gold to the continent

the old rate, to of 1 per cent, the new 
Fate. The rate for exchange on London 
/to-day was $4.88%. It was estimated that 
exchange must go up to $4.89% before gold 
can be shipped with profit to London.

Cook County Committee Decided by a 
Vote of 74 te 47 on the Silver 
Primary Plan. 


CHICAGO, III., May 6.—Altgeld and silver 
soored a victory at the meeting of the 
Cook County Democratic Central Committee 
last night. The silver men were led by 
Harry Donovan and the sound money men 
by ex-Alderman Cullerton. Thomas Gahan 
presided. The fight was over the method 
of holding the primaries, the gold men 
favoring the Crawford primary law and 
the silver men oppdésing. There was a 
red-hot fight, many personalities being in- 
Guiged in. The final vote was 74 to 47 in 


favor of silver. 
The two factions were allowed 15 min- 
utes each to state their case, and Thomas 
Moran and Judge McConnell were the 
epokesmen.
